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Speech by Premier KIM IL SUNG at Banquet 
in Honour of the 14th Anniversary of

On the occasion of the holiday of libera- 
tion, I, in the name of the Ceniral Committee 
of the Korean Workers’ Parity and the Govern- 
ment of the Republic, extend warm greetings 
to you who gathered here and to the entire

The history of the 14 years following the 
liberation of the Korean people from the yoke 
of the colonial rule of the Japanese imperi- 
alists by the great Soviet Army is filled with 
arduous struggles, great changes and res- 
plendent victories, 

The Korean people who became the mast- 

ers of the country for the first time in their 
history repulsed the armed aggression of the 
U.S. imperialists by displaying unparalleled 
heroism and defended the independence of 
the country, completely healed the war wounds 
in only a few years following the war and 
Me the great victory in socialist construc- 
ion. 
_ Thanks to the heroic labour of our work- 
Ing class, the difficult and vast First Five- 
Year Plan was carried cut in a matter of two 
years and a half in industrial production. 

This is a pride of the Korean working class 
and of the entire Korean people.

Today, the Korean people are observing 
their national holiday, the fourteenth anni- 
versary of their liberation by the great Soviet 
aes from the Japanese imperialist colonial 
rule. 


Fourteen years ago, the great Soviet Army 
routed the Japanese imperialists and opened 
the road to a new life for the Korean people. 

Our courttry which is marking the 14th 
anniversary of the liberation finds itself in the 
period of great changes and a leap forward 
never before seen in its long history. 

Our heroic working class had fulfilled with 
credit the First Five-Year Plan, the ‘first of 
its kind in Korea’s history, by the end of June 
this year, thus putting into effect the pledge 
It took before the Party. (Prolonged loud ap- 
plause. ) 

Our people scaled in a short space of two 
and a half years’ time the summit of the First 
Five-Year Plan for the attainment of which 
they, looking forward to the bright day of 
arriving at this great goal, had devoted all 
their energy and wisdom and displayed their 
revolutionary enthusiasm. 

1959 will go down in the history of Korea 
as the year of great victory for the Korean 
People in their vigorous advance in the glori- 
ous Chullima (winged horse—Ed.) era. 

Proudly demonstrating their fresh tremend- 
9Us achievernents made in socialist construc- 
tion and with a high degree of pride as vic- 
lors, the Korean people are celebrating the 
Olirteenth anniversary of their liberation. 

a urteen years is not a long period in his- 

y. 
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But during this period the Korean people 
have accomplished a good deal of great work 
which their forefathers could not do in scores 
or even hundreds of years. 

By waging a heroic struggle under the 
leadership of the Workers’ Party of Korea 
overcoming all the difficulties and ordeals 
over the past fourteen years, the Korean peo- 
ple have brought epoch-making transforma- 
tion to their fatherland and radically changed 
the looks of the country. 

The progressive system of socialism, the 
aspiration and hope of mankind, has been 
established in our country, lying in one corner 
of the East, which only ten odd years ago 
was stbjected to the oppression and trodden 
underfoot by the Japanese imperialists. (App- 
lause.) | 
_ An end has been put once and for all to the 
fetters handed down from the old society and 
to the source of exploitation and . poverty 
which had caused colossal suffering and 
famine to the Korean people for generations, 
and the undivided sway of socialist relations 
of production has been established in all fields 
of the national economy. 

Our country, once a backward agrarian 
country, has been transformed into.an ad- 
vanced industrial-agricultural couniry. 

Socialism which the Korean people had so 
eagerly aspired after in the days of the Japa- 
nese imperialist colonial rule when they were 
ireading a thorny path full of difficulties and 
for which the staunch Korean Communists 
and patriots headed by Comrade Kim II Sung 
had fought shedding their blood has been re- 
alized in all aspects of our life, thanks to the 
heroic struggle of our people who are closely 
united around the leading core tempered in 
the protracted revolutionary struggle. (Pro- 
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longed Icud applause.) 

Freed from the fetters of the outdated rela- 
tions of production, productive forces in our 
society have made progress at an unprece- 
dentedly rapid speed. 

Exceptionally high speed is the basic 
characteristic of the development of our in- 
dustry. 

Our industrial output grew at an average 
annual rate of more than 40 per ceni also in 
the years following the post-war reconstruc- 
tion. In the first six months of this year, our 
indusirial output grew 75 per cent over the 
corresponding period of last year. 

Consequently, last year our industry pro- 
duced in one month as much products as were 
turned out in the whole year of 1946, where- 
as in the first half of this year it manufactur- 
ed the same amount of products in only 20 
days. 

When the national economic plan for this 
year is fulfilled, our industrial output will in- 
crease more than sevenfold compared with 
the pre-war level. 

The heavy indusiry for the building of 
which our Party and people devoted so much 
energy has become more powerful. 

In 1958, the output of the machine-building 
and metal-working industries, the trunk and 
core of heavy industry, showed an increase 
of more than 40 times over 1946. 

With the development of heavy industry, 
particularly the development of the machine- 
building industry, it has been made possible 
to produce at home large-size equipment, 
several hundred kinds of heavy machines, and 
precision instruments and supply them to all 
fields of the national economy. 

Our heavy industry has now become a pow- 
erful stronghold for the technical reconstruc- 
tion in all fields of the national economy. 

Deploring the lack of technique, the Korean 
people had long desired to develop their 
country into one with advanced technique, 
like other countries. This long-cherished de- 
sire of our people is now being realized in our 
era thanks to the correct policy of our Party. 
(A pplause.) 

Along with heavy industry, bases of light 
industry, which were almost non-existent in 
the days of the Japanese imperialist rule, have 
speedily been created and reinforced, while 
local industry has made big strides ahead. 

This year our light industry will produce 
200 million metres of fabrics, or nearly 200 
times that in the pre-liberation year of 1944. 
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Along with the factories of local industry 
built before 1958, more than 1,000 medium- 
and small-scale -factories of local industry 
which came into being last year in ac- 
cordance with the Party’s policy for mobiliz- 
‘ng and utilizing to the greaiest possible ex- 
tent the potentialities latent in local areas 
will produce one billion won worth of goods 
this year. 

Towns and villages are going up on debris, 
w:th new looks. 

Agriculture has also made big strides ahead 
with the powerful assistance of the industry 
which is rapidly growing in scope and 
strength. 

Following the completion of the agricul- 
tural co-operativization and the successful 
amalgamation of agricultural co-operatives, 
agricultural production has grown further, 
and our agriculture has entered the new stage 
of development. 

Last year, despite the severe drought, our 
peasants gathered 3,700,000 tons of grain, 
about twice as much harvest as in 1946, or 
one million tons over the harvest in 1948, the 
year of pre-war peak level. 

Rapid development of the national economy 
has led to the marked improvement of the 
material and cultural standards of the people. 

Real incomes of factory and office workers 
in 1958 were more than 1.5 times that in the 
pre-war year of 1949, while their monetary 
wages in the first half of this year were 43 
per cent greater than in the corresponding 
period of last year. 

Incomes of agricultural co-op members have 
also increased. In 1958, each agricultural co- 
op household.received as its share 1.5 times 
as much grain as in 1955, 2.6 times as many 
potatoes and over 3.6 times as much cash. 

Our rural villages which had been outdated 
and had for thousands of years relied on pri- 
mitive methods of farming are being exten- 
sively transformed on up-to-date lines in our 
era, and are being furnished with efficient, 
modern, farming machines and tools. 

Irrigation of the farmland, which- was the 
long-cherished desire of the Korean peasants, 
has been completed in the main. 

Tremendous advance has been made in 
the carrying out of cultural revolution. 

In the northern part of the country where 
compulsory middle school education has been 
put into’ practice for the first time in the East, 
pupils and students running to 2,380,000 are 
given education free of charge under the soli- 
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citude of the state, and preparations are brisk- 
ly going on for introducing compulsory tech- 
nical education ahead of the scheduled time. 

This year, 15 more higher educational insti- 
tutions opened in our country. 

Adult education systems of various levels, 
technical education system and various corre- 
spondence courses help the entire working 
people to enhance steadily their standards of 
general and technical knowledge. 

In our country opportunity of learning is al- 
forded to everybody so that he becomes en- 
lightened and acquires a high standard of 
knowledge. 

In order to foster moral traits required in 
marching forward towards socialism and 
Communism, Communist education is being 
stepped up among the masses of the working 
people and vigorous ideological struggle is 
being waged against the survivals of outmod- 
ed ideology. 

Korea’s national culture and arts which had 
long been trodden underfoot have made all- 
round development and brilliantly flowered 
under the leadership of our Party since lib- 
eration. 


It has been fully confirmed that our Party’s 
literary and art policy for establishing indi- 
viduality against formalism and formulism 
and inheriting and carrying forward the fine 
tradition of the national culture and arts is 
correct and wise. ( Applause.) 

At the recent World Festival of Youth and 
Students in Vienna, our beautiful national 
arts, graceful and rich in sentiments, captivat- 
ed the youth from all parts of the world and 
our friends abroad. 


Our country now finds itself in the period 
of greatest prosperity in its history, the period 
of nation-wide upswing. 

All these great achievements of the Korean 
people have been made possible thanks to the 
correct policy of the Central Committee of our 
Party headed by Comrade Kim II Sung and 
its outstanding guidance. These achievements 
are the fruits of the great creative enthusiasm 
Which our people, conscious of their historic 
duty, have displayed for the prosperity and 
development of the country. (Loud applause.) 

In the difficult circumstances of the post- 
war days, the Party outlined before the people 
clear prospects and, with iron will, organized 
and mobilized the entire people for the re- 
habilitation and building of the national 
€conomy. 
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The course of development in the post-war 
period when our people rehabilitated the na- 
tional economy on the war-devastated wilder- 
ness and scored brilliant achievements in so- 
cialist construction most strikingly testifies to 
the correct policy and wise leadership of our 
Party. (Prolonged loud applause.) 

Having adopted the correct policy for pre- 
ferentially developing heavy industry while 
simultaneously developing light industry and 
agriculture, our Party, never vacillating in 
face of difficulties and ordeals, has carried 
out the policy. 

The Central Committee of our Party headed 
by Comrade Kim I] Sung, smashing the pro- 
vocative outcry of the imperialist reaction- 
aries and the evil moves of the enemy at home 
and abroad which were so pronounced in the 
postwar period, organized and mobilized 
the entire people to the great Chullima move- 
ment, thus giving rise to the tremendous up- 
surge in socialist construction. (Loud ap- 
plause. ) 

Under the guidance of the Party, our work- 
ing people, in order to put an end to the 
backwardness and build at an early date as 
good life as other people’s, pressed ahead at a 
gigantic pace and, still not satisfied, further 
accelerated their onward march. 

Our Party has trusted the political zeal and 
creative activeness of the masses and, relying 
on the creativeness of the masses, has taken 
bold and positive measures. 

Immeasurably inspired by the Red Letter of 
the Party Central Committee and giving full 
play to their labour enthusiasm and creative 
energy, our working people have tided over all 
difficulties and hardships with the power of 
the raging sea, and accomplished numerous 
wonders. 

Having vigorously risen up in response to 
the Party’s call for thinking boldly and acting 
boldly, our working people have raised labour 
productivity 2-3 times in all fields of the na- 
tional economy. 

On the basis of the achievements scored by 
our people who are forging ahead at the speed 
of Chullima, the Party has set forth the pro- 
erammatic long-range tasks of transforming 
the country into an advanced industrial coun- 
try, thus presenting a grand plan of socialist 
construction before the entire working people 
and further stimulating their labour en- 
thusiasm. 

As a result, the revolutionary tide keeps 
surging higher and higher, and our working 
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people are accomplishing bigger iabour ex- 
ploits. 

No sooner had the Party’s call for eliminat- 
ing conservatism and negativism and top- 
pling the mystery about technique gripped 
the minds of the masses than this idea gave 
rise to the tremendous results. 

By smashing conservatism and negativism 
and lifting the outdated curtain of mystery 
hanging over the fortress of technique, our 
working people succeeded in manufacturing 
lorries, tractors, bulldozers, excavaiors, and 
other heavy machines and precision instru- 
ments. (A pplause.) 

The important task now in our socialist con- 
struction is to carry out speedily the technical 
reconstruction of the national economy by 
pushing ahead with the socialist industriali- 
zation. , 

For the carrying out of this task, it is re- 
quired, first of all, to develop the machine- 
building industry, particularly to increase 
sharply the output of machine-tools essential 
for developing the machine-building industry. 

For the solution of this problem, too, our 
Party, relying on the creativeness of the mas- 
ses, has taken the right and shortest way in 
view of the situation prevailing in our coun- 


ry. 

Comrade Kim I] Sung’s personal sugges- 
tion for launching a movement for propagat- 
ing machine-tools has mei with ready 
response in all parts of the country, and now 
a nation-wide movement is being unfolded to 
multiply machine-tools. 

In all factories, enterprises, mines, even in 
the experimental workshops in schools and 
repair shops in agricultural co-operatives—in 
every place where machine-tools are working 
—miachine-tools are begetting machine-tools. 

A machine-tool is begetiing several and 
even scores of machine-tools; small machines 
are making big ones; and outdated machines 
are propagating up-to-daie machines. 

By unfolding this movement for propagait- 
ing machine-tools, by the end of July we had 
manufactured more than 6,900 machine-tools 
over and above the plan. ( Applause.) 

This is an epoch-making event which is of 
great importance in radically developing prc- 
ductive forces and speeding up the socialist 
industrialization. 

Nominal capacity and old norms of work 
have been broken, only to bring about unpar- 
alleled innovations in production and con- 
struction. 
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The correct leadership of the Party Central 
Committee which has mobilized the inex- 
haustible creative energy of our working peo- 
ple for the tremendous achievemenis in social- 
ist construction is strikingly manifested also 
in the measures it has taken for the develop- 
ment of local industry. 

Everybody knows well what tremendous 
changes the wise suggestion of the Party Cen- 
tral Committee for enlisting the reserves and 
potentialities latent in local areas has 
brought about. 

Goods produced by the newly built factories 
of local industry account for 27.5 per cent of 
the total value of our industrial output. 

This year, our local industry will manufac- 
ture as much products as it produced in the 
five years following the war. 

That the local industry will produce this 
year far greater amount of goods than in the 
enterprises under the Ministry of Light In- 
dustry well illustrates the might of our local 
industry. 

The correct policy of the Parity Central 
Committee and the labour endeavour of the 
masses to implement ihe policy have enabled 
us to acquire great wealth without the state 
capital investment. 

The significance of the tremendous changes 
that have taken place in our couniry following 
the June: 1958 Plenum of the Party Centra: 
Committee is not confined merely to the rapid 
increase in the production of the consumer 
goods for the people. As factories have beer 
built even in the remote mountainous districts, 
the entire people including the family mem- 
bers of factory and office workers are provid- 
ed with the conditions for taking part in pro 
ductive labour and this leads to swelling the 
ranks of the working class, while it has been 
made possible to educate and train the newly 
recruited workers in the working class ideolo- 
gy and further improve the living of the mas- 
ses of the working people. This is one of the 
big ‘successes scored by our Party. 

Following the Party’s policy, workers ol 
local industry and producers’ co-operatives are 
siriving to consolidate material and technical 
basis of their factories, expand the varievy ° 
products by actively exploring reserves an 
potentialities in local areas and improve the 
quality of products. 

Factories and enterprises of our local indus- 
try will in the near future produce and supply 
a great variety of good quality goods im 
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greater amounts, by strengthening their ma- 
terial and technical basis, and thereby will 
mdke bigger contributions to the all-round de- 
velopment of our industry and improvement 
of people’s living. 

The dashing forward of Chullima is causing 
innovations in our agriculture, 

The call of the Party for turning the fields 
into fertile Jand free from crop failure by 
bringing under irrigation not only paddy- 
fields but also non-paddy fields, truly reflected 
the long-cherished desire of the peasants, and 
has given rise to immeasurable labour 
enthusiasm of the peasants. 

Within a matter of some six months follow- 
ing the September 1958 Plenum, our peasants, 
in co-operation with workers, technicians, 
youth, students and armymen who came to 
their help, brought under irrigation more than 
377,000 jungbo of fields, or more than three 
times as much area as_ irrigated in the 36 
years of the Japanese imperialist rule. 

This great nature-remaking project which 
would have taken scores of years in the old 
society was accomplished by our working 
people in only half a year. (A pplause.) 

Our farmland is covered with a network of 
irrigation canals extending tens of thousands 
of ri through mountains and across ravines. 
This signifies the creation of a new world un- 
der the Workers’ Party and the people's 
power, as our peasants say in simple words. 

With the introduction of the intensive farm- 
ing methods of irrigation, deep ploughing, 
close planting and liberal fertilizing in re- 
sponse to the Party’s call, now cases of har- 
vesting 10 tons of rice and 4-5 tons of wheat 
per jungbo are common in our countryside 
Where in the past a harvest of 5 tons of rice 
and 2 tons of wheat per jungbo was consider- 
ed to be a big event. 

Under these conditions, the Party took 
epochal measures for speedily developing 
stock-breeding, with a view to further deve- 
loping the national economy and further im- 
Proving the people’s living. 

Now that the foundation for big harvest of 
frain has been laid, the Party has outlined 
the policy of introducing double-crop culti- 
Vation in order to secure fodder bases for the 
development of stock-breeding, while con- 
tinuously raising the output of grain. This 
Policy is now successfully being carried out. 

The struggle for further developing animal 

usbandry and other branches of agriculture 
Y Supplying greater amounts of farm'ng ma- 
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chines and tools to the countryside is being 
waged as a whole Party, nation-wide move- 
ment. 

The Korean people who had long been sub- 
jected to oppression and held in contempt un- 
der the Japanese imperialist rule as they had 
no Party and sovereign power and who were 
tempered in the ordeal of war have experienc- 
ed through their life that the Pariy’s policy is 
correct and wise. 

Our people are firmly convinced that victory 
will always be theirs when they follow the 
Party’s instructions and therefore they are 
firmly determined to go through fire and water 
for carrying out the Party’s instructions, 
(A pplause.) 

With such firm conviction, our working peo- 
ple have devoted themselves to the cause of 
socialist construction following the Party’s 
instruction and marched forward tiding over 
the difficulties which were once believed. in- 
surmountable, by making for themselves what 
they are short of and exploring what they 
need. 

There is not a person in our country who 
idles away his time. 

For the cultured and wealthy life and for 
the sake of the happiness of their posterity, 
our people are endeavouring with irrepressi- 
ble self-conscious enthusiasm. For this reason, 
they are full of optimism, cheerful and brave 
in their endeavour. 

By waging a grand struggle for speeding 
up socialist construction, our people have 
powerfully demonstrated their monolithic in- 
destructible unity around the Workers’ Party 
of Korea and the Government of the Republic, 
and showed the inexhaustible creative energy 
of the liberated, free people. ( Applause.)

Recently, a further aggravated turn is tak- 
ing place in the situation of South Korea. 
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Among the South Korean people, voices 
hating and denouncing in a determined man. 
ner the U.S. imperialists and Syngman Rhee 
clique are becoming ever louder. 

The people of all strata in South Korea with 
the working class in the van—peasants, youth 
and studenis, even merchants and enterprisers 
—are coming out more actively in the strug. 
gle against the U.S. imperialists and Syng.- 
man Rhee clique. 

In face of such an advance on the part of 
the South Korean people, the U.S. imperial- 
ists and Syngman Rhee clique are resorting 
to their despotic, mediaeval oppression of the 
people. 

The South Korean people are even denied 
the rudimentary democratic freedom and 
rights. 

This notwithstanding, the anti-American, 
anti-Syngman Rhee tide surging forward 
throughout the South Korean society and the 
struggle of the people of all strata who rise 
up in defiance of the suppression with 
bayonets, show that they are dead opposed to 
leading such, life as today, and that they can 
no longer endure their present life. 

The U.S. imperialists and Syngman Rhee 
clique are completely isolated from the broad 
sections of the inhabitants, and their regime is 
shaken to its root. 

This is by no means fortuitous. 

The rabid rule by the U.S. imperialists and 
Syngman Rhee clique over the past 14 years 
has turned South Korea into a land of death, 
driving the people who are suffering greatly 
in the grips of misfortunes and calamities 
into an unbearable, helpless situation. 

Today, South Korean economy, facing 
general decline, is being indescribably ruined. 

The medium and small enterprises sharing 
an overwhelming proportion in the South Ko- 
rean industry are suffering the most severe 
blows due to the colonial, predatory policy 0 
the U.S. imperialists. 

The level of industrial production in South 
Korea has been reduced to half that in the 
closing days of Japanese rule. 


Compared with that registered in 1958 1” 
the northern part of the Republic, the pe 
capita output of major industrial items ! 
1957 in South Korea were only one-thirteenth 
in electricity, one-fortyfifth in steel, one 
thirtieth in cement, one-one hundred four 
teenth in chemical fertilizer, and the per capita 
output of textiles ia South Korea, which hel 
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85 per cent of establishments of all Korea’s 
textile industry in the Japanese days, is less 
than half that turned out in the North. 

It goes without saying that’ such insigni- 
ficant volume of output is far from satisfying 
the minimum requirements of the inhabitants 
there. 

The general bankruptcy of industry has 
produced a large army of the unemployed. At 
present, the nuinber of the unemployed and 
semi-unemployed in South Korea reaches 
several millions. 

Along with the industry, the rural economy, 
too, has been deteriorated in the extreme. The 
rural economy in South Korea fettered by the 
feudal relations of production is still unable 
to get rid of its fragmentization and primitive- 
ness. On top of this, owing to the unheard-of 
misrule and cruel exploitation by the U.S. im- 
perialists and Syngman Rhee clique, facilities 
for agricultural production were destroyed 
and the farmland is left in desolation. 

The cultivated land has been reduced by 
hundreds of thousands of jungbo compared 
with the closing days of Japanese rule. 

South Korea, which produced twice as much 
grain as North Korea in the Japanese days, 
is now producing only half that in North Ko- 
rea in the per capita output. 

A huge amount of debts bearing high 
interest amounting to 140,000 million hwan is 
heavily weighing down the shoulders of the 
exhausted South Korean peasants. 

Every year, the number of foodless peasants 
runs to several millions, and the number oi 
peasant households who left their dear farm- 
land cultivated for generations by their fore- 
fathers has already reached 400,000. 

Starvation and pauperism caused by the 
gangster-like expropriation, insolvent debt 
and status of slavery—all this is the result the 
South Korean peasants got from the 14-year 
long rule of the U.S. imperialists and Syng- 
man Rhee. 

In the pressing circumstances in which 
economic life has become seriously deteriorat- 
ed and the people have been deprived of any 
means of sustaining themselves, and under 
the condition in which the colonial, enslave- 
Ment policy has been pursued by the U.S. im- 
Perialists and Syngman Rhee clique, the de- 
velopment of education and culture is out of 
the question. 

As even the South Korean press .admits, 
South Korea has been turned into a living 
hell, a land of degradation and darkness, 
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where the people are groaning under the 
worst conditions in our history of 4,000 years. 

All these deplorable realities in South 
Korea clearly show the vicious consequences 
of the country-selling, treacherous and reac- 
tionary rule of the puppet Syngman Rhee cli- 
que, and the doomed, ugly fate of old mori- 


bund system. 


It is now some time.since the U.S. imperial- 
ists and Syngman Rhee clique began plotting 
to send by force our helpless South Korean 
compatriots to far-away foreign countries un- 
der the label of “emigration.” 

Disregarding our Government’s proposal 
that these unhappy compatriots should be 
turned over to the northern part of the Re- 
public where a stabilized life is waiting them, 
the U.S. imperialists and Syngman Rhee cli- 
que are more openly carrying on their cri- 
minal plot to forcibly emigrate them. 

We cannot allow our compatriots to be sold 
off as slaves to foreign countries sepdrated by 
several thousands of miles. 

At a time when the U.S. imperialists and 
the traitorous Syngman Rhee clique are at- 
tempting to banish even those compatriots 
from South Korea, the Government of our Re- 
public is ready to welcome our compatriots 
who are leading a miserable life in a foreign

As is known well, on the 13th of this month, 
an agreement was signed in Culcutta between 
the Korean and Japanese Red Cross Societies 
in connection with the repatriation of Korean 
nationals in Japan.

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Report by the Enlarged Meeting of the 
Presidium of the Central Committee of the 
Workers’ Party of Korea 


Enlarged meetings of the Presidium 
of the Central Committee of the Workers’ 
Party of Korea were held on several occa- 
sions in the middle part of August 1959. At 
the meetings the question of reorganizing the 
existing industrial management system in 
our country and establishing the system of 
local industry along with that of the central 
industry was discussed on the initiative of 
Comrade Kim I] Sung and relevant decisions 
were taken. 

We have achieved great success in the 
development of the local industry since the 
June 1958 Plenum of the Central Committee 
of the Workers’ Party of Korea which dis- 
cussed the question of bringing about an 
innovation in the food processing industry 
and in the production of daily necessaries 
through a nation-wide movement. Thanks to 
the high zeal and creativeness the function- 
aries of the local Party and government 
organs and the broad masses of the working 
people displayed for the implementation of 
the Party line of building more than one 
local industrial factory in each city or 
county, more than one thousand local indus- 
trial factories have been newly set up in a 
Short span of time without state investment. 

Today our country has over two thousand 
local industrial factories including producers’ 
co-operatives, and an average of eleven fac- 
tories are engaged in the production of con- 
sumer goods of all kinds in every city and 
county, This year the output value of the local 
industry will grow 2.6 times compared with 
last year and its share in the tota] indusirial 
Output value will reach 27.5 per cent and in 
the production of goods of popular consump- 
tion 45.1 per cent. 

The epoch-making development of the 
local industry enables us to meet the grow- 
Ing demand of the people for consumer 
800ds more satisfactorily and signally ac- 
Celerate the all-round development of the na- 
tional economy. The development of the local 
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indusiry has also played an important role in 
fulfilling the First Five-Year Plan in the 


total industrial output value by the end oi 
June this year, two and a_ half years ahead 
of schedule. 

The setting up and operation of a large 
number of medium- and small-scale local 
industrial factories in all parts of the 
country enabled us to shatter the mystery 
about industry, enhance the role of the local 
Party and government organs and their 
workers in industrial management, encou- 
rage the creativeness of the local areas and 
to further extensively mobilize all the latent 
reserves and possibilities in local areas. Pro- 
duction has been brought closer to the raw 
material sources and consumption areas, and 
raw materials, idle materials and idle labour 
in the localities have been brought into fuller 
use for the rapid development of production. 

By drawing the labour of numerous depen- 
dents of factory and office workers into the 
local industry in all paris of the country, we 
have not only rapidly expanded the ranks of 
the working class and considerably enhanced 
the social labour productivity but also edu- 
cated them in socialist ideology and further 
improved their material and cultural living 
standards. 

All this attests to the correciness and the 
great vitality of our Party policy of develop- 
ing big enterprises side by side with medium 
and small enterprises, central industry with 
local industry, and of combining modern tech- 
nique with handicraft technique in the produc- 
tion of consumer goods. 

Proceeding from the great successes made 
and experiences gained in the course 
of implementing the decision of the June 
Plenum, the Presidium of the Central Com- 
mittee of the Party set forth the line of fur- 
ther developing local industry and establish- 
ing the system of local industry along with 
that of central industry, 

We must secure the sources of raw materi- 
al for local industry, improve technique, ex- 
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pand the variety of goods and enhance their 
quality and further improve the management 
and operation of local industrial factories and 
producers’ co-operatives. 

The large-scale expansion of local industry 
presents, an urgent task of building its 
material and technical foundation. For ful- 
filling this task, it is necessary to set up in 
each province medium-size combined ma- 
chine factories, iron works, cement factories 
and fuel bases. Thanks to the rapid develop- 
ment of heavy industry in our country in the 
post-war days, we are now in a position to 
build up the material and technical founda- 
tion of the local industry. Especially, an ex- 
tremely favourable condition for the solution 
cf this question is provided by the machine 
tool multiplying movement which is being 
extensively waged in all factories and 
enterprises throughout the country. 

Thus in our country, along with the 
powerful central industry, new local in- 
dustrial bases have been established and all 
the material possibilities have been created 
for firmly establishing the system of local 
industry by further expanding and develop- 
ing the local industrial bases. The broad 
masses of the working people are confident 
that they can build and operate factories in 
the local areas, too, and their zeal and 
creativeness for developing local industry are 
further mounting. 

The question depends on industrial man- 


agerial staff and technical cadres who know 


how to mobilize and utilize effectively the 
present maierial possibilities and skilfully 
organize the surging enthusiasm of the 
masses. The solution of the question of man- 
agerial siaff and technical cadres is the most 
important and urgent question in establish- 
ing the local industrial system. 

So far we have relied mainly upon the 
central industry in meeting the demands of 
the national economy and the population for 
industrial goods. 

Most of the factories and_ enterprises 
beloriged to the central organs and ihe 
managerial staff and technical forces have 
also beén concenirated there. 

Such industrial management system fully 
accorded with the situation in the past period 
when the general level of the indusirial de- 
velopment of our country was low, manageri- 
al personnel and _ technical cadres fell far 
short of the demand in number and, above 
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all, there was almost no industry inthe local 
areas; and it played a great role in expediting 
the development of industry. 

But the situation is different today. The 
existing industrial management system is al 
variance wiih the changed situation and 
impedes the further development of the pro- 
ductive forces. 

In the course of concentrating energies on 
the development of the central industry, cen- 
tral ministries and bureaus have been sub- 
divided and their machinery have grown 
voluminous. 


Although the local industry thas been 
established and is rapidly expanding, it has 
an extremely small number of experienced 
and competent: managerial workers and 
technical cadres, 

As managerial personnel.and_ technical 
cadres are squaiting in the ceniral organs 
and all questions are concentrated there, the 
central organs are occupied with the com- 
plicated office work only. They cannot solve 
in time the questions raised, while ithe local 
organs are unable to fully display their own 
initiative and creativeness. 


As Comrade Kim I] Sung pointed out, the 
existing industrial management system of 
our country has an oversized head and slen- 
der legs. The demand for the reorganization 
of the industrial management systém is 
already mature. 

Therefore, the Presidium. of the Central 

Committee of the Party discussed the pro- 
posal of Comrade Kim I] Sung for the reor- 
ganization of industrial managemeni ma- 
chinery and decided to recommend this to the 
Cabinet. 
_ Under this decision, the existing central 
ministries and bureaus will be merged into a 
smaller ntmber of ministries and_ thelr 
apparatus boldly cut and thus a large. num- 
ber of managerial personnel and echnical 
cadres will be transferred to local ‘areas. 
Since the ranks of cadrés have rapidly 
crown, we will be able to send 20 to 30 per 
cenit of managerial workers and technicians 
to local areas by readjusting and. streamlin- 
ing the central organs. 

At the same time, a great.number ol 
factories including food processing and daily 
necessaries factories under the Ministry of 
Light Industry as well as fishing and fish 
breeding work, construciion and building ma- 
terials industry, medium: and small-scale 
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power stations for the electrification of the 
countryside, certain collieries and irrigation 
projects, etc., will be newly brought under 
local management. 

This reorganization of industrial man- 
agement and the establishment of the local 
industrial system are an epochal step effec- 
ting a signal change in the state-economic 
life of our country. 

This will ensure a faster growth of produc- 
tion and meet the demand of the people more 
effectively by making it possible to tap and 
mobilize new enormous reserves and poten- 
tialities latent in the national economy of 
our couniry. 

The role and creativeness of ithe local 
areas in industria! management will be 
markedly enhanced and each locality will 
be able to meet independently, more efficien- 
tly and more correcily the matured demand 
of its own economic development. With the 
extension of the local authority -and_ the 
development of local industry, more people 
will be drawn into industrial management 
and will display enthusiasm and creativeness 
and the technical level of the broad masses 
of the working people will rise further 
speedily. 

The development of medium- and small- 

scale local factories on a large scale in paral- 
lel with large-scale central factories makes it 
possible to mobilize and utilize raw materials 
and other materials and manpower rational- 
ly and comprehensively and to avoid irra- 
tional transportation by bringing production 
Closer to the sources of raw materials and 
consumption areas. This is a major factor for 
the rapid growth of production and enhance- 
ment of labour productivity and reduction of 
the production cost. - 
_ At the same time, the development of local 
industry constitutes a great propelling power 
lor the development of the rural economy, 
Will further strengthen the economic ties be- 
tween town and the countryside, between in- 
dustry and agriculture, and, furthermore, will 
play a great part in gradually eliminating 
as differences between town and the country- 
Side. 

The measures taken this time by our Party 
are of weighty importance in the development 
Not only of local industry but of central in- 
dustry, 

They will decisively eliminate bureaucra- 
lism and deparimentalist work method in 
the central organs and further enhance 
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the role and the guidance. level of the central 
administrative organs. 

Unlike in the past, now we can rely on 
both central industry and the newly built 
loca] industrial bases in meeting the 
demands of the national economy and the in- 
habitants for industry. Local industry will 
concentrate its main efforts on the develop- 
ment of medium and small factories engaged 
chiefly in producing mass consumption -goods 
and solve on its own the local demand for 
structural iron, building materials, fuel and 
other materials as well as machine and equ:p- 
ment. This will considerably lighten the 
burden of the central industry, thereby 
enabling it to concentrate energies upon the 
construction of up-to-date heavy industry and 
upon the development of large-scale factories 
of nation-wide economic importance in 
producing consumer goods. 

And we will be able to direct more state in- 
vestment to the development of up-to-date 
heavy industry, because we can _ rapidly 
enhance the production of consumer goods 
by extensively mobilizing reserves and pos- 
sibilities in the localities. 

Thus, the new industrial management 
system will enable us to carry through more 
thoroughly and more successfully the basic 
line of our Party on ensuring the priority 
development of heavy industry, while simul- 
taneously developing light industry and agri- 
culture, and, accordingly, it will further 
promote the realization of the socialist 


industrialization and the -overall socialist 


construction in our country. 

Under the guidance of our Party, the work- 
ing people of our country have won a_ gréat 
victory by displaying unprecedented revolu- 
tionary enthusiasm and talents on all the 
fronts of socialist construction. Our couniry 
which was a_ backward, colonial agrarian 
state in-the past and devastated beyond de- 
scription due to the war, has now been con- 
verted into a socialist industrial-agricultural 
state with a self-supporting economic founda- 
tion. 

On the basis of the great achievements 
made in the course of implemeniing the 
First Five-Year Plan, we will embark upon 
from 1961 the road of carrying out the second 
five-year plan.

The reshuffling of the industrial manage- 
ment system set forth by the Party is a re- 
organization of forces for a new battle and 
part of the most important preparatory work 
for successfully bringing about a new change. 

The Party and state organs and their work- 
ers must keenly realize the great political and 
economic significance of the reorganization 
of industrial management system and make 
every effort for its successful realization. 

The recent enlarged meeting of the Presi- 
dium also discussed the national economic 
plan for 1960. 

Comrade Kim I] Sung clearly outlined as 
early as last May the basic direction for the 
development of national economy in 1960. 

The year 1960 will be a buffer period when 
the national economy which has thus far 
made development will be rearranged and 
readjusted and preparations will be made 
for the second five-year plan. 

Those domains that have been lagging be- 
hind in the course of the rapid development 
of the national economy as a whole must be 
shored up, those that should be pushed ahead 
of others should be pushed far ahead and all 
the factories, enterprises and other production 
installations that have thus far been rehabili- 
tated and constructed must be rearranged. 

The construction projects that are already 
under way should be pushed ahead, instead 
of building excessively new factories, and a 
definite growth of production must be ensured 
on the basis of further enhancing the utility 
rate of the existing production capacity. 
Great efforts should be made for the develop- 
ment of electric industry, iron and steel 
industries, coal industry and railway trans- 
portation which are of cardinal importance 
for the future development of the national 
economy. 

At the same time, extraordinarily great 
efforts will be exerted for the betterment of 
people’s living next year. For this, fire should 
be concentrated on the development of animal 
husbandry and fishing industry and, in the 
domain of light industry, the foodstuff pro- 
cessing industry and the production of daily 


necessaries should be further developed. The 
construction of dwelling houses should be 
further extensively pushed ahead and, in 
particular, more cultural welfare establish- 
ments such as restaurants, nurseries, kinder- 
gartens, laundries and bathrooms should be 
built in cities. 

Thus, by consolidating in 1960 the succes- 
ses made in the course of implementing the 
First Five-Year Plan and radically improving 
the people’s living, we will bring about a 
new upsurge of socialist construction in ful- 
filling the second five-year plan and further 
inspire the labour struggle of the working 
people. 

The enlarged meeting of the Party Presi- 
dium examined the draft plan for 1960 drawn 
up by the State Planning Commission and 
outlined concrete measures for working oul 
the state plan more strictly in conformity 
with the basic direction set forth by the 
Party.
